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INTRODUCTION 


Aim of this book 

The main aim of this book is to help students of Modern Standard Arabic 
in that part of the language usually found the most difficult, namely the 
verbs. The book also summarises other essential elements of grammar. 


How to use this book 
The introductory chapter explains the verb’s structure and working 
The verb tables, numbered 1 to 152, show all common verb patterns, 
arranged first by class and sub-class and then by Form, I to X. These 
tables are listed in the contents. 
The verb list (pp. 206-230) shows alphabetically, by the the 3rd person 
masculine singular of the perfect tense of the verb (not the root): 

* the 152 verbs whose full conjugation is shown in the tables 

indicated, 
+ 1095 further verbs, with a reference showing where to find the 
identical conjugation in the tables. 

The text preceding the verb list shows how it is used. Using the list and 
the tables, you can find the conjugation, meaning and use of almost any 
common verb. The same system of reference numbers is used 
throughout. 
The three appendices explain other essential grammar. 
The transliteration is that of the Encyclopedia of Islam, with some 
modifications. 
Page 2 shows the layout of the information given in each of the tables.

FORM AND USE OF 
THE ARABIC VERB 


1. General 
In Arabic as in English, a verb is that word or group of words which 
states what action takes or took place, or what situation exists or 
existed: a

2. Sentences without verbs 
The simplest Arabic sentences, however, have no verb at all. Examine:

In all these sentences, the verb ‘to be’ in present time (‘am / is / are’) is 
implied, not stated, in Arabic. The sentence consists of a subject (‘I, Our 
director, They’ etc.) and a complement identifying the subject (‘the 
experts’), describing it (‘ill’) or situating it (*here’ town’). (For more 
about the complement, see paras. 7 and 8 below.) 
We omit the verb ‘to be’ also in sentences which in English begin ‘Here 
is / are ...", “There is / are ..." or ‘Where is / are ...2". Note the word-order 
with “There is / are

3. Roots and radicals 

The simplest form of the verb is the root. This is not a word; it is the 
theoretical base of the verb, and the form under which the verb is listed 
in the Arabic part of a dictionary. An example of a root is <5 

Most Arabic roots are triliteral, ie. they have three letters, known as 
radicals. The radicals of the root ~aS are & W , called respectively 
the initial, middle and final radical. 

A few roots (some of which are important) are quadriliteral, ie having 
four radicals, referred to as first, second, third and fourth radicals. An 
example of a quadriliteral root is @=,7 . with radicals » @ y ©. In this 
book, quadriliteral verbs are marked Q. 

All reference to verbs in this book is to tiliteral verbs unless otherwise 
stated 


In the Arabic part of a dictionary, all words (not only verbs) based on or 
derived from a root are listed alphabetically by the root, not by the word. 
‘Thus, the verb form lyale “they knew", the participle pslas ‘known’ and 
the noun @elaz ‘tuition’ are all listed not under their first letter but under 
their root ple, preceding the next root gle and all its forms and 
derivatives. We must therefore know how to identify the root in order to 
find an unknown word. 


Any letter of the alphabet, and +, can be a radical. In addition, certain 
letters (and +) are used to build the forms derivatives. They are those

4. Classes 

Arabic roots (and hence the verbs derived from them) are grouped in 
classes, according to the nature of their radicals. There are four classes of 
verb: sound, hamzated, doubled and weak. The weak class has four sub- 
classes: assimilated, hollow, defective and doubly weak. This makes

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seven groups in all. They are described briefly below: more detailed 
information can be found in the preamble to each set of tables. 


+ Sound. The sound class is the most regular class. The radicals of a 
sound root can be any letter of the alphabet except !, 5 or 5+ is 
also excluded. The radicals are all different, and are ‘stable’, i.e. they 
never change.

5. Principal parts 
In most European languages we identify a verb by its infinitive: ‘(to) 
write’, ‘schreiben’, ‘écrire’. This is the form which we find in the 


* dictionary. Arabic has no infinitive; instead, verbs are identified by one 


or both of two forms which we can call ‘principal parts’. The first 
principal part is the 3rd pers. m. s. of the ‘perfect’ (i.e. past) tense; the

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second principal part is the corresponding person of the ‘imperfect’ (i.e. 
present) tense. Thus in English we quote either or both of the principal 
parts (2 (<5 as ‘to write’, although their meaning when used in a 
sentence is ‘he wrote, he writes’ 


6. Measures 
The comparatively regular nature of Arabic word-pattems allows us to 
use formulz or ‘measures’ for the different forms. 
Imagine that the English verb ‘write’ has a root ‘writ-’; we could then 
say that we add “er’ (writer) to denote the doer of the action and ‘ing’ 
(writing) to describe the doer; we change the ‘i’ to ‘o’ and add ‘-e" 
(wrote) to make the past tense; and so on, The patterns ‘er’, -ing’ and 
‘o-e' could be described as ‘measures’. This is an isolated and far- 
fetched illustration, not very helpful for a student of the English verb 
But in Arabic the principle not only works; it is fundamental to the 
whole verb system. 
The Arabs illustrate their measures with the use of the triliteral root has

7. Government: intransitive, complemented, transitive and

8. Complemented verbs 
In para. 7 above we spoke of ‘complemented’ verbs. These are verbs of 
being, becoming or seeming, and they are followed not by an object but 
by a complement stating something about the subject: ‘We were 
pleased’, ‘He became president’, ‘It seems difficult’.

9. Forms 

The verbs so far quoted (a8 , St ,°% etc.) are all in the basic form, 
called Form I. There are also the so-called ‘increased forms’, derived from 
Form |. Triliteral verbs exist in fifteen forms altogether, but modern 
Arabic uses only Form I and nine increased forms, II to X. Similarly, 
quadriliteral verbs exist in Forms 1Q to VQ, but only 1Q and 11 are at all 
common. This book covers triliteral Forms I to X and quadriliteral Forms 
1Q and 11Q. The use of Roman numerals in this context is a Wester 
device: the Arabs refer to a form by the appropriate measure of the first 
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principal part of the root jad : (Jad is Form I, (Jad is Form 1, etc. For 
(quadriliteral verbs, the artificial root Jas is similarly used. 

No root is found in all forms; indeed, some roots are not found in Form 1. 
Although verb forms (basic and increased) are built on regular formula, 
we may use only existing forms; it is not permitted to invent our own.

Arabic has four simple (i.e, one-word) tenses: perfect indicative, imperfect 
indicative, imperfect subjunctive and imperfect jussive, We shall follow 
common practice and call these the perfect, imperfect, subjunctive and 
jussive respectively 

There are also two compound tenses, i.e. tenses formed with more than 
one word: the continuous perfect and the pluperfect. Tenses are 
described below. 


23. Perfect indicative tense (‘Perfect’) 

‘The perfect expresses a completed action or state, usually situated in the 
past: (23 "he went / has gone", Le ‘he became / has become’. To put 
verb in the perfect, we take the perfect stem and add the perfect ending 
See the preamble to each appropriate table for the derivation of this 
stem, The standard perfect endings added to the stem are (... represents 


the stem):

Important points to note: 
+ These perfect endings are valid for the active and passive* voices of 
all verbs with a sound final radical (sound, hamzated, doubled,

A few doubled verbs have 
initial-radical +, but they commonly occur only in Forms II or V and 
conjugate like hamzated verbs, among which they are listed in this book.

DOUBLY WEAK VERBS 


Doubly weak verbs are the fourth sub-class of the weak class. They 
have two weak letters as radicals. In theory this permits many variations, 
but in practice the patterns are limited. Most importantly, there are no 
common doubly weak verbs with initial-radical ¢g or with final-radical y 
In addition to verbs with s and ¢g , we also count as doubly weak those 
verbs which haye ¢g as final radical and + as one of the other radicals, or 
vice-versa. 

In verbs which have middle-radical » or g and final ¢g . the weak middle 
radical stabilises (i.e. keeps its consonantal form, w or y) and the 
conjugation is that of a defective verb. 

In doubly weak verbs, each radical (sound, weak, +) follows the rules of 
its own class, except that final « sometimes behaves like a weak radical 
(see below), 

Where the final radical is ¢g the personal endings of the tenses and the 
imperative, and the endings of the participles and verbal nouns, follow 
the appropriate defective-verb pattern, for which see pp. 161 and 162. As 
with the defective verbs, it is impractical to look for a perfect or 
imperfect stem, since the final radical often incorporates the personal 
ending as well

Think of an English expression consisting of two or more nouns related 
in some way to each other. Examples could be: ‘a village road’, 
“Ahmad’s books’, ‘language-teaching’, ‘the subject of the report’, ‘my 
doctor's telephone number’ 

English uses three ways to make such expressions: (a) with a preposition 


or (c) by juxtaposition, ic. simply stringing the nouns together (‘a 
village road”, ‘Ianguage-teaching"). We can even combine two of the 
formulz (‘my doctor's telephone number’, (b]+{c]). For someone 
learning English, the choice of correct formula can sometimes be 
difficult 

Arabic uses the simplest formula, (c) juxtaposition, in an expression 
called the ‘construct’ (in Arabic, 452 , addition’), 

Let us examine the two-noun construct first. In a two-noun construct: 

* the first noun, which is the main theme of the expression, is always 
in the definite form, but without the article. (It is also, though this 
will not show, in the case demanded by its function in the 
sentence). The first noun is deemed to be defined by the last noun.

genitive case, though this fact will not always be visible or audible. 
It is indefinite if the whole expression has indefinite meaning, or

Cardinal numbers 

The formally correct Arabic system of cardinal numbers (i. ¢. those 
indicating quantity) is so complicated that hardly any Arab uses it as it 
stands. Many Arabs, including educated Arabs, do not know the formal 
system fully. Very few can use it fluently 

Since numbers are so important, almost all Arabs use a greatly simplified 
system, based on colloquial Arabic, Radio or television newsreaders use 
it even when reading out numbers written as words. 

You are very strongly recommended to do the same. Paragraphs 2 to 4 
below give simplified or colloquial forms of the cardinal numbers which 
you should always use (there are variants, depending on the speaker; the 
forms shown here are universally acceptable). In paragraphs 5 to 8 we 
show the formal system, to keep the record complete 

Ordinal numbers, fractions ete. 

The ordinal numbers (ic. those indicating a place in a sequence), 
fractions etc, are relatively simple as they stand, and they are commonly 
used without further simplification.
